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“I  will  never  be  rich  in  my  profession,  however,  if 
you  have  children  in  your  heart,  you  will  never  be 
lonely. ”  His  own  words  sum  up  the  man  who,  since 
becoming  a  teacher  in  I960,  has  been  the  most 
recognizable  face  at  Windsor  Locks  High  School. 
He  has  coached  varsity  soccer,  basketball,  and  base¬ 
ball  since  1962,  winning  over  1,250  combined 
games  and  7  state  titles.  Coach  has  been  acknowl¬ 
edged  numerous  times  for  his  ability,  effort,  and 
sportsmanship,  including  being  named  the  1996 
National  Soccer  Coach  of  the  Year.  A  sportsman 
himself.  Coach  graduated  from  Suffield  High 
School  in  1953,  being  class  president  all  four  years, 
and  earning  an  unheard  of  16  varsity  letters.  At 
Springfield  College,  he  helped  to  win  the  1958 
National  Championship  in  soccer,  being  named  to 
the  All-American  team  in  the  process. 

On  or  off  the  field  Coach  expected  nothing  less  than 
pride,  class,  and  sportsmanship  from  all  his  athletes 
and  students.  Respect  for  oneself  and  others  took 
precedence  over  winning  or  losing.  For  all  that  you 
have  given  us,  the  class  of  1999  thanks  Coach 
Daniel  Sullivan  and  dedicates  the  1999  Windsor 
Locks  Herald  to  an  irreplaceable  legend.  You  never 
gave  up  on  any  of  us  because,  as  you  put  it  best, 
“Nothing  is  impossible  to  a  willing  heart.”

Coach,  we  now  know  that  no  matter  what  professions  we  choose  or  where  our  lives  take  us,  we  will  never  be  lonely 
because  we  will  always  have  you  in  our  hearts.
